WASHINGTON Jan 5 Draatio 
changes in the United States natural- 
ization law especially ae applying to 
women, are provided in a bill report

Women, under @he bill no tonger 
would derive aitixenship fro. the na- 
turaiization of thelr husbands, but 
}would be required to make individual 
l applications for oltigenahip, They 
jalso would not lowe thelr United 
States citivenship by marrying aliens 
oxcept whe nav allen husband can 
o? lawfully become a citizen of the 
United States or when a woman leaves 
United States and resides two 
years in her husbands wountry or 
five years in some other country 
Once expatriated, a woman desiring 
to regain United States citizenship 
would be required to follow the sane 
prosedure as any other alien 

Women aliens also under the bill 
would no longer automatically be- 
come ettizens on marrying eitizens
